the spirit of'gambling 


cannot be suppressed 
by any laws 
that may be passed to that end, it 
is better to treat the question from 
a common-sense 
and practical stand- 


point. Itmay be true that many a 
man has 
contracted 
the gambling 


vice through these machines. 
There 
is said to be a fascination about the 
device that impels its votaries 
to 


continue 
bucking, notwithstanding 


they realize almost to a moral, cer- 
tain that they cannot 
win at the 


game. 
The machines 
were not built 


to lose. 
They are constructed 
to 
win, and invariably do win in the 
long run. 
A mau throws his money 


away in trying to beat them. 
There 
is no disputing this 
proposition. 


Still,itis urged, ifaman is disposed 
to throw 
away his money, 
why 


should he not have the privilege of 
so doing, and at the same 
time the 


right to elect his own method 
of 


doing so. Ifhe is inclined to throw 
his money in the street, to be scram- 
bled for by boys, his right to do so 
is not questioned. 
If he wants 
to 


bury his hard-earned 
wages in the 
earth, he can do so without let or 
hindrance. 
Itmay lie there for ever, 


and be permanently withdrawn from 
circulation, stillhe is not interfered 
with,although he thereby inflicts an 
injury upon society which the nickel- 
in-the-slot gambler does not do. The 
money lost by tbe slot route is kept 
incirculation; others get the benefit 
of it; but the coin buried in the 
ground is lost from the avenues 
of 


business. 
Men are not built alike. 


There are many so constituted 
that 


the possession 
of money 
is their 


greatest 
curse. 
Spending 
their 


money, generally in the most foolish, 
ifnot outright pernicious 
ways, is 


their sole business 
until the funds 


are exhausted. 
Withsuch men 
the 


sooner the spree or spell is over the 
better itis for the victim. If the 
wages go through the slot machines 
he loses his money, which would in- 
evitably belost anyway, .but that is 
all. He is a financial wreck anyhow, 
and would

but if the spendthrift habit 
takes the form of liquor or other 
vices, 
he becomes

Governor Pardee 
has 
as hard a 


task as can possibly fall to the lotof 
any mau ina public position, in try- 
ling 


to satisfy the various portions 


of the state in regard to appropria- 
tions. 
Appropriations 
have 
been 


made covering millions of dollars be- 
yond 
the ,estimates. 
To sign all 


these measures 
would cause 
a howl 


of displeasure all over the state on 
account of the high tax rate neces- 
sary to meet such v»st sums. 
It is 


for the governor, in the exercise 
of 


his veto power, 
to segregate 
the 


actual 
necessary .appropriations 
to 


meet the legitimate needs of the 
government, from those which are 
not pressing. 
This is no easy mat- 


ter.- Every senator 
and assembly- 


man goes to the legislature imbued 
(with 


the idea of getting all he can 


from the state treasury for his par- 
ticular district. Ifbe fails to secure 
big appropriations he is classed 
as 


not ofmuch use to his constituents. 
This utterly erroneous 
view has 
be- 


come so fixed, that generally legis- 
lators are expected 
to do 
as much 


looting as 
possible. 
Indeed 
the 


whole evil of grafting, so flagrantly 
carried on at each session, is but the 
logical outcome of this pernicious 
system. 
A representative 
will nat- 


urally argue, 
If my constituents 


want me to get as much as Ipos- 
sibly can for them, and ifmy stand- 
ing as 
a. public 
servant is to be 


gauged from this standpoint, 
why 


should Ibe particular 
as 
to the 


avenues 
through 
which appropria- 


tions reach them. 
It seems 
to me 


quite as fair to scatter 
a portion 


among my political supporters 
in 


the shape 
of sinecure 
jobs, as to 


spend itinother ways, 
more tang- 


.ible perhaps, but not more urgent. 
This is the very essence 
of the graft 


evil, which has grown to such 
pro- 


portions in California that the gov- 
ernor is expected to lop off millions 
from the appropriation bills every 
two years. 
In fact, this has 
so be- 


come an established 
custom that the 


law-makers have dropped on to the 
game, and make up their demands 
upon

treasury 
accordingly. 


They manage to pass appropriations

confronted with the unpleasant

dutiful task of pocketing, curtailing, 
or vetoing outright these cinch bills 
on the state 
treasury. 
Floods 
of 


telegrams 
and memorials 
from all 


quarters 
reach him,:to the effect 


that this and that item must be kept 
intact. 
Of course, 
inasmuch 
as 


every legislator is possessed 
of this 


.same notion, as 
far as the money 


wanted for his particular district is 
concerned, 
these 
requests 
that 
the 


chief executive keep his hands 
off, 


cover about the. entire field of ap- 
propriations. 
That 
is 
just 
the 


quandary in which the goveruor is 
(placed. 


He must use the pruning 


knife liberally, and how to do this 
without injustice to the interests 
of 


any portion of the state is the prob- 
lem. 
The governor is differently 


situated to the individual legislator. 
His view takes 
in the state as a 


whole. 
The legislators 
study their 


particular localities 
mainly, if not 


solely. 
Being elected from the state 


at large, the governor is expected 
to shape his actions so as 
to secure 


an economical 
administration. 
He 


has proved himself the right man 
for the place, and may be relied upon 
to live up to his party obligations 
and his sworn duty, regardless 
of 


the .hatchets that may be in store 
from disappointed politicians.

We visited the sheriff's office, and 
find his books kept in a neat and

tematic manner, and as far as we could 
judge the business of the office is beiDg 
conducted in a safe and business-litre 
way.

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We found in the basement of the hall 
of records a large accumulation of old 
junk, among which are 15 old window 
frames, 4 old boxes, 
stoves, 
a lot of 
stovepipes, and other articles too num- 
erous to mention. 
We recommend that 
the proper authorities hiive said" arti- 
cles sold, and the place cleaned out. 
We have examined the books of the 
coroner and public administrator, 
and 
are satisfied that all the moneys which 
have 
come into his possession 
have 
boen 
and will be properly accounted 
for. 
We call his attention 
to sections 
1730, 1737 and 1738, c. c. p. .. 


We have inspected the books, 
office, 
and 
accounts 
of the county 
superin- 
tendent of public instruction, and have 
gone thoroughly through the business 
ofhis office, and feel gratified to report 
to this honorable court that the records 
of his office are' very neatly and syste- 
matically kept.. 


We havo examined a number of affi- 
davits presented 
to the treasurer 
for 
coyote scalp bounty. 
We found but 
very few made 
out according 
to law, 
although they have been paid by the 
treasurer, 
approved by the district at- 
torney, and ordered paid by the board 
of supervisors. 
Wo recommend that 
horcafter the provisions of the county 
ordinance relative to the payment 
of 
bounty 
on coyote scalps 
be strictly 
complied with, and that all scalps 
be 
immediately destroyed 
after payment 
of bounty, so that by no possibility can 
any one scalp earn a double bounty. 
.Wo visited the offico of the assessor, 


and by his help inspected the books of 
his officoand found them kopt noatly 
and in good order. 
vVo examined a 
number ofindividual assessments, 
com- 
pared them and found them as near 
right in our judgment as could -be ex- 
pected. 
Wo asked tho assessor 
if he 
believed that the farmers were goner- 
ally giving him honest returns as to the 
number of cattle owned by them. 
Ho 
said that he felt confident thoy did. 
The assossor having only a limitedtime 
within which to make his assessments, 
informed us "that it is impossiblo

that he was doing the best he possibly 
could." 
With referenco to tho collec- 
tion of road and poll taxes, the assessor 
admitted that he has been unablo 
to 
collect fromeveryone whois subject to 
such taxes, although ho has done his 
best to do so. 
We recommend that the 
assessor 
hereafter strictly enforce 
the 
law withr6feronce to the collection of 
road and poll taxes. 


We respectfully 
request 
all county 
officers to bo present at their respective 
offices when future errand juries aro in 
session. 


We find that ithas been the custom 


of some of the supervisors, contrary 
to 
law, to oveiO-iw the road funds in 
their respeciu^i:, nets.

The question of licensing nickel- 


in-the-slot machines

now. Itis a complex question, and 
one which demands 
careful investi- 


gation. 
Some moralists willdismiss 


the subject off hand, by remarking 
that there is only one side 
to it; 


that gambling is a vice, and ought 
not to be 
recognized 
in any way, 


and 
certainly 
ought 
not to be li- 


censed. 
There 
is a law on the 


statute books of this state 
against 


this form of playing with chance. 
To attempt tolicense 
the machines 


would make the officials responsible 
for wilfulviolation of the law. 
This 


We 
further 
recommend 
that 
the 
board of supervisors take stops immedi- 
ately 
to safeguard 
the funds in the 
county treasury. 


Wo recommend 
that the board 
of 
supervisors pass an ordinance prohibit- 
ing the use of allkind of slot machines 
in Amador county. 


We iind that the supervisors 
have 
spent $400 of the county money for ten 
maps of Amador county. 
On examina- 
tion wo Gnd that the maps are very in- 
accurate 
and are of little value! 
In 
our opinion the money was wasted. 
We 
recommend 
that the supervisors 
bo 
more careful hereafter in the expendi- 
ture of county money. 


Wo recommend that the semi-annual

Wo respoctfully call the attention 
of the board of supervisors to ordin- 
ance No. 118 iv regard 
to licenses. 
This ordinance wo heartily 
indorse, 


and recommend that all the require- 
ments of said ordjnauce be fullyand 
rigidly enforced. 


We havo examined a number of bills 
presented 
against the 
county during 
last year for labor performed on the 
roads, and find that with a very few 
exceptions they have not been proper- 
ly made out, authorized or sworn to 
according to law by the 
proper.per- 
sons; yet they have been approved by 
the district attorney, audited, deliv- 
ered by the auditor to other parties 
than the claimants without an order 
therefor, 
and paid to others than the 
payee by the county treasurer without 
first having been assigned. 


We call particular attention to the 
fact that it is impossible to ascertain 
from many of the bills presented for 
road work on what road the work was 
performed. 
We have heard a great 


many complaints that a full day's la- 
bor is not performed, in many instan- 
ces on the public roads, and respect- 
fullyrequest that the supervisors look 
carefully into this matter,, and here- 
after see 
that a full day's 
work be 
performed by their employes in every 
case, and that no favors be shown. 
The taxpayers are vitally interested 
in the expenditure of road money as 
wellas allthe county funds, and the 
supervisors 
should see that no waste 
is permitted. 
We find that thousands 
of dollars have been expended annu- 
ally on the public roads, but fail to 
find a record that any contracts have 
been 
asked 
for or awarded accord- 
ing to law by the supervisors 
in cases 
where it would be beneficial to have 
the work done by contract instead of 
the present system. 


We respectfully call the attention of 
the supervisors 
through 
whose dis- 
tricts tbe new railroad is passing- 
to 


see that the public roads 
are fully 
protected, 
and 
to 
see 
that ditches 
aud banks aro kept clear at crossings 
and near the line of said railroad. 
In regard to the 
telephone 
bills, 
we find them heavy. 
The attention of 
this tact is called to the notice of the 
county officers in order that a reduc- 
tion may be bad in this branch 
of 
county expenses. 


We respectfully call the attention 
of the board 
of 
supervisors 
to the 
fact that no license 
is paid by the 
proprietors 
of livery 
stables 
and 
butcher shops, 
aud recommend that 
they be subjected to the same regula- 
tions respecting 
taxation imposed 
on 
other business 
men 
throughout 
the 
county. 


Wo find that the board 
of supervi- 


sors do not give sufficient time to the 
county business. 
They meet on the 


first Monday of each 
mouth at ten 
o'clock a.m. 
They seldom commence 
business until 10.30 a. m., and before 
noon they have 
passed 
and ordered 
paid most all the billsaud demands 
against the county, amounting from a 
few dollars to ten thousand 
or more. 
They seldom remain in session over 
one day in doing business that ifpro- 
perly done ought to take two or three 
days at least. 


We recommend 
that the board of 
supervisors expend some of the money 
belonging to the 
county in improv- 
ing and keeping 
in repair the county 
buildings, instead of using it all 
on 
road work. 


We also 
recommend that the board 
of supervisors provide some 
suitable 
cots to be placed in tbe cells to re- 
place the present method of placing 
the mattrasses 
and bedding of prison- 


ers upon the floor. 


We also recommend that the board 
of supervisors investigate and inquire 
into the cost of a steam apparatus ad- 
equate 
toheat 
the jail, court house 
and hall of records; that if they flud 
that safety, convenience 
and money 
saving will warrant the expenditure 
that they proceed to install triesame. 
Wo also 
recommend 
that the floor 
of the jail be 
covered with a heavy 


coating of concrete, so placed that the 
water willnot run into the cells, but 
willdrain into the sewer.

As a remedy for these 
conditions 
we recommed that tbe board of super- 
visors look carefully into these mat- 
ters;

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We-visited the county hospital, in- 
spected 
the buildings, and •contents, 


aud found the same infairlygood con- 
dition. 


• The halls and rooms are clean 
and fresh, tbe beds and beddiug are as I 
neat as could be evpected."

is 53. 
We interviewed them regard- 
ing the food and clothing furnished 
and treatment receved 
from those in 
charge of the institution, aud the ans- 
wers received 
were

beds, 
also 
fairly

clothing. 
That everything about . the 
hospital is neat aud clean; 
that the 
treatment received is kind and 
con- 
siderate, and that they are as content- 
ed as possible for people tobe iv their 
present iufirm condition.

to state prison on a plea 
of 
guilty, were In the plot, and 
may be 
others. 
Information was conveyed 
to 


the sheriff's officotbat an attack and 
outbreak- was contemplated. 
Investi- 


gation revealed the fact that a number 
ofrocks had been dug out of the wall 
of the jailand hidaway, the dirt and 
mortar being thrown into the cesspool.

brought to light the totally inadequate 
arrangements 
of that institution for 


the proper protection 
of the officials 


who are charged withits management. 
As matters have stood for years, it is 
very easy for the prisoners to conspire 
to attack the attendants in an effort to 
escape. 
Afew weeks ago a plot of this 


character was actually unearthed. 
But 
for the timely discovery of tbe scheme, 
serious 
results 
would assuredly 
have 


followed. The frustrated plans includ- 
ed a murderous assault upon the sheriff 
and assistants, 
in the hope, it is as- 


sumed, of securing the keys and there- 
by gain their liberty. 
We have been 


informed that there is scarcely another 
jail in the state in which prisoners 
charged with serious crimes are con- 
fined, whichso sadly lacks the means 
of safeguarding the lives of attendants. 
Other jails are provided withsteel cells, 
which are all locked with one move- 
ment from the outside ofthe jailproper. 
At lockingup time, itis only necessary 
to order the prisoners into their re- 
spective cells fromthe ante room, and 
withone turn lock them all up. 
The 
jailerdoes not have to come in contact 
with the prisoners while at liberty in 
the corridors for exercise, whichis the 
custom in'all jails.. In Jackson it is 
different. 
The jailer has to enter 
the 
jailproper, and lock the prisoners in 
the cells one at a time. 
Any one can 
understand the serious risk of such 
an 
undertaking 
where 
desperate 
char- 


acters are concerned.
